Confederation 

Tho history of Confederation in Bri- 
tish Columbia forms an interesting and 
amusing study. Four years ago the 
tho cauao had few friouda. Two yours 
ago it had many onomios. To-day tbore 
ia not to bo fonnd in all tho land a man 
to stand up and openly opposo it. All 
aro Coufoderalionists now. From Vic 
toria to Comox and from "New West- 
minster to Cariboo there exints^ouo Dtii- 
vorsal Bontimeut in tavor of Confeder- 
ation upon the Terms negotiated by our 
Delogates at Ottawa. And not the leajt 
remarkablo ptiago of tho subject consists 
in tho fact that thoso who wero amongm 
its most bittor and uncompromising euo 
mios in times past aro now to bo counted 
amongst its most outhusiastio trieuds and 
advocates. But if upou the main quoo- 
tiou of Confederation tho transition has 
boon marked, it has certain'y not hwen 
less so in regard to sumo ancillary ones. 
>Vl>en, in tlio first instance, a few bo.'d 
ones took the p itioa that the iiome- 
diate const, icion o' a trans>contiiiodtal 
railway thn 3*1 British territory wis 
an esseniial condiiiou, and should bu 
insisted ut.oti as such, they ouly sbarud 
the common fate of thr who in uli 
agos were the first to 01 noose any great 
enterprise. It is not i.r'vo mouths 
sinco tho Railway scheme formed tho 
sulject of ridieu e, Within six months 
it has been dor.junced as uitorly iui- 
practicublo. To»cay everybody g. is for 
tho railway; and, curiously enOU b, the 
very mou who were tho li st to d ouuco 
it aro now the loud -mouthed iu its 
advocacy, All tho phyt'cal and finan- 
cial difficulties havo Bti -ugly disappeared. 
Wo hear no more about our routo bc'ng 
longer and moro difficult than others; 
nor are wo now told that if built tho 
road would ro • pay. Tho very men 
who a few months ago represented Can- 
ada as hesitating aud trembling beloro 
au euterpr'so of such gigantic propor- 
tions now say 'it is na ;glit, it is naught,' 
and are ready to ask Canada to add btill 
further to her responsibilities. A certain 
gentleman Of tho Uebrow persuasion 
once on a tiuio, so it hath been said, 
called upon a wealthy friend aid solicit- 
ed ..bo loan of a the sand dollars. What 
he had asked with considerable hesita- 
tion and doubt was granted with so 
muoh alacrity and good-will that ho 
went and hanged himself becauso ho had 
been to foolish us not to havo asked for 
twenty thousand. The ea-e strikingly 
illustrates tho positiou and condact of some 
some iu tliiitoniniunity aueut tho railway 
question. When it was proposed to a^k 
Canada to gurauteo tho conduction 
of the railway as a eonditon ol 
Confederation they ridiculed tho idea of 
Canada undertaking anything of the 
kind. Now that Canada has with such 
a good grace really undertaken to do 
more than was asked iu this matter, those 
very individuals turn round and tear 
their hair because more was not asked, 
oven going the le xjth of proposing to 
reopen negotiations in order that now 
and unreasonable conditions may to put 
forward. In all this there is nothing 
strange. History doth but repeat Itself 
.liixtremc3 are eVer meeting, The a- 
tremo conservative of today is often the 
extreme radical of to. morrow. But it 
behooves the steady and reasoning ad- 
vocates of Confederation to guard 
against the possible ill consequences of 
such reaotions. Thoso who permit 
themselves to believe that because the 
Canadian Government granted such lav- 
orable Terms with so much alacrity and 
cheerfulness that government would 
havo granted still moro favorablo tonus 
bad they been a,ked to do bo, 
greatly misapprehend the natuie 
of the oaMeJ uud tho real character 
of those with whom wo hare 
to deal in this matter. As has been re- 
poatodly stated iu these columns, the 
Canadian Governmont v.ero prepared 
to, grant British Columbia the most fa- 
vorable tonus that they folt safe in 
currying through Parliament. Cuiiac'a, 
through her Government and through 
her Frews, met our Delegates in tho 
most kindly nod liberal spiiit; and those 
gentlemen who were intrusted with tho 
negotiants on i .0 part of British Col- 
umbia were ut once mado to feel that 
tboy had to dual with Statesmen if 
largo and liberal Vie W 8, who wore ready 
ami aixious to do the most lor us they 
could consistently with justice and 
safety. Tims our delegates found in 
h.ggnug Bbarpera, anxious to drive a 
hard bargain, but honest avd frank men, 
who were desirous of giving British 
Columbia tho v y bait tenriB likely lu 
receivo tho sanction of Parliament. 
That euch was really tho case tho puh- 
lished terms abundantly tesjfy, for it 
ia an undeniable fact toat thoso term* 
have been the subject of gratification 
to the moat sanguine and enthusiastic 
Confederal ionisi, while thoy have aston- 
ished tho skeptioal and weak-kneed and 
completely disarmed all opposition, li 
would, howover, bo a stup d, it might 
bo a fatal mistake to suppose that Uo- 
eau>o these terms wore sc cheerfully 
civen.nioro could havo been or may yet 
be obtained. The Terms are not open 
lor alterations or addition*. To open 
them now v,"ould unquestionably bo to 
render frosh negotiations necessary, 
thereby involving .indefinite delay, ami 
with, wo aro i.pt to t'.'ink, siutJl chiuico 
indeed of securing bettor torm.". But 
tl open these '.bums now, in order to 
iusert new cond'tioiis involving local 
considerations, woild bo u step fraught 
with cspooiul dinger. Suoh a step 
would bo tho wa r0 lignaj lor sectional 
strife, tho isBuo of Wiich it would bo 



difficult to predict. Some men havo the 
idea that Canada must have British 
Columbii', oaonotdo without it, and, 
therefore, that wo are in a position to 
extort almost any terms wo like, torms 
which, under ordinary circuinstenicos, 
or viowetl from a.Domiuion standpoint 
would he pronounced unreasonable, 
This wo hold to ho a mistake. It is per- 
fectly true that, in 01 dor to tho success- 
ful establishment of a British Empire 
in North America Canada must have 
British Columbia', and, looking at tho 
matter in tho light of Imperial polioy 
and obvious destiny, it would appear 
to be perfectly certain that Cunada 
shall have British Columbia. Whon 
sho shall havo it is a question which may 
to some extont depend upon tho action 
of tho people. It may bo in tho power 
of tho ten or twelve thousand colonists 
to delay Confederation. It certainly 
does n>>t fall within the 6copo of their 
power to prevcut it. An interesting 
point to consider it* "Which can host 
afford lo Wait?" Tho delay of a fow 
years could occaMon the Do ainiou do 
oue'aYueas. In truth it would appear 
to us that, looking at it from a Cana- 
dian standpoint, a ow yen's' delay 
might not bo uitogother uudcHirable, It 
would enable the Government tho mor G 
to conee iiroto its < icrg'es and spare 
revenue upon tho groat and most urgent 
work of opening U|> and filling up tlm 
North -West. Tho extension of coui- 
inunii?.tion over tho Pae'lio slopo, and 
the organization of the various Fodoral 
daparttnenta and works to the West of 
tho Rocky Mountains might well he 
postpored for a few years, tho expen- 
diture iiecess y to carry Confedera' ion 
aud comn unic •tion to tho Paeifio Cud- 
■g employment nearer homo, would 
promise earlier and moro substantial 
results. Without any wish to aot thy 
port of an alarmist, wo put it te the 
good ecuso of all thinking persons 
whether or not, in rooponing the Term* 
now and introducing fre*h aud possibly 
unreasonable conditions, wo would ex- 
pose ourselves to be mot with such u 
policy us has been hinted at. Which 
Can best nlford delay — Canada or Brit- 
ish Columbia '!

The great stone arch is di- 
ed with innumerable port-holos nod these 
windows were tilled in 152G by Buech: ol 
Strasbourg with stained glnes, just in time 
before the an became lout. Its beautiful 
open -work spire, light as if carved of 
wood, carries an enormous bell, the very 
pendulum of Me'z, weighing about 28 COO 
poaiid^, and culled Li Mutto. The font, 
called lbs Cuvo do Cajaar, is probably an old 
Uom:in tomb. The chief curiosities of tho 
cathedral nre the (.tone thrones of tho early 
Bishops, two professional crooeeo ol tho 12th 
and I4ih ceniurica, nn embroidered red silk 
cope, said to have belonged lo Charlemagne, 
arid a UragOO ol pasteboard and canvas, for- 
merly used in street processions and called 
La. Oracelll. People who want to see the 
walks and gardens of ibo esplaoado or the 
errorig redoubt culled the Pate, which cuD^be 
turned into an islaud by closing the sluices 
on the Seille, should mount Ihe cathedral 
spire, first acconiling the nloreTory gallery 
lo see the stained glass and the flying but- 
tresses. Tho view ol Me 1 /, from the spire is 
a floe one.
